SOUTHEND Council will shed 178 
job posts as part of an effort to save 
£15.5million budget cuts. 

Council leader Nigel Holdcroft 
insists there are proposals to make 
services more efficient, avoid dupli¬ 
cation, and reduce non-statutory 
work, but said jobs must go to. 

The question staff want answered 
is: “Will the efficiency savings go 
far enough to save my job?” 

Some of you have told us Southend 
Council is - like most public sector 
organisations - sometimes poor at 
managing waste, investigating fraud 


and corruption and controlling inef¬ 
ficiencies. That may involve leaving 
on lights, employing too many con¬ 
sultants, lazy man management, 
wasting resources such as water and 
heat, officers’ time, paper, equip¬ 
ment and office space. 

Mr Holdcroft accepts changes 
must be made now and in the future 
to ensure the Council can deliver 
even better value for money. 

But he dismisses many of the crit¬ 
icisms of wastage and claims his 
authority is already as ‘efficient as it 
can be possibly be’. 


He said: “It could be argued that 
job cuts will increase efficiency, but 
I believe that the council is a smooth 
running and efficient organisation.” 

The Government has reduced this 
year’s funding by £8m, about nine per 
cent - coincidently the same percent¬ 
age as the proposed staffing cuts. 
Service cuts will include: 

• Adult & Community Services - 
£6.436m. 

• Children & Learning - £3.362m. 

• Enterprise, Tourism & the 
Environment - £3.328m. 

• Support Services - £1.883m. 


• Corporate Policy & Improvement - 
£480,000.

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Woman helps launch helpline 
for cervical cancer sufferers

A WOMAN has helped to 
launeh a pioneering national 
helpline, baeked by a leading 
eharity. 

Carol Goodrieh, from 
Hadleigh, is one of a eountry- 
wide group of volunteers who 
has had experienee of eervieal 
abnormalities or eervieal ean- 
eer, either personally or as a 
health professional. 

The married mother-of-three 
helped to set up the helpline, 
whieh opened at the start of 
Cervieal Caneer Prevention 
Week this week. 

Carole has been trained by 
Jo’s Cervieal Caneer Trust - 
the only UK eharity dedieated 
to women affeeted by eervieal 
abnormalities and eervieal 
eaneer. 

The 5 3-year-old said: “We 
are weleoming ealls from any¬ 
one, whether they are patients 
themselves or someone eon- 
eemed for them. 

“Every day, more than 800 
women are told they have a 
eervieal abnormality that could 
require treatment and when 
people hear that they panic. 

“I know, because I went 


through that persistently for 
more than ten years. 

“With this helpline, women 
can get reliable information 
and reassurance from some¬ 
one who has real experience of 
their situation in the time it 
takes to dial and I am so 
pleased to be part of that.” 

Robert Music, director of 
Jo’s Cervical Cancer Trust, 
said: “A survey of the women 
using our service showed 90 
per cent felt they would have 
benefited from calling a 
helpline so we are delighted to 
be responding to that need. 

“This is the first helpline of 
its kind, solely dedicated to 
anyone in the UK affected by 
cervical abnormalities or cer¬ 
vical cancer. 

“The charity is here to offer 
reliable information, support 
and signposting and the 
helpline will enable us to pro¬ 
vide a vital listening ear on a 
wide range of topics, from 
concerns about screening 
results right through to treat¬ 
ment for cervical cancer, 
recovery or palliative care.”

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Hospital ‘failing’ 
on mental health

SOUTHEND Hospital is failing to meet 
‘essential standards’ for patients with mental 
illness - a health watehdog has revealed. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) found 
the hospital has ‘unacceptable delays’ in car¬ 
rying out psychiatric assents of patients in the 
Accident and Emergency department. 

Inspectors also criticised the time it took 
patients to be transferred to more suitable ser¬ 
vices, often because of delays in receiving 
external specialist input. 

The CQC report found that hospital staff do 
not receive enough training to give them the 
skills and knowledge to meet the requirements 
of people with mental health problems. 

Frances Carey, regional director of the CQC, 
said: “At the heart of our findings is the fact 
that the Trust does not have a high level poli¬ 
cy that covers all of its services to people with 
mental health needs. 

“The Trust must now demonstrate it has 
addressed the shortfalls identified.” 

Other concerns included the lack of hours 
specialist nurses were available for patients 


with mental illness, and that transfers to spe¬ 
cialist units could take so long that patients 
would walk out - especially at night, when 
there was no transfer service. 

Sarah Ballard-Smith, director of nursing for 
Southend Hospital, said: “We have invested in 
measures to safeguard people who may be at 
risk because of their mental health needs. 

“The Trust is grateful to the CQC for their 
feedback and is now working with SEPT to 
put additional steps in place between us to 
ensure patients suffering from mental health 
issues do receive timely assessments. 

“Additionally, the Trust is working to ensure 
sufficient training is provided to relevant staff 
within the hospital, thereby ensuring patients 
suffering from mental health issues receive the 
highest possible care at all times.” 

The findings in October came in response to 
two ‘serious incidents’ reported to the CQC in 
early 2010. These issues related to the care 
and welfare of people who use services, the 
safety and suitability of premises and how 
well staff were supported. 

Inspectors have given the trust 28 days to 
make improvements.

Man suffers head 
injuries in attack 

A MAN is critically ill following an attack by 
a gang in Southend last Friday. 

Detectives have appealed for information after 
the man was left with potential brain damage. 

Up to six people are believed to have been 
involved in the attack in Christchurch Road at 
about 11.3 0pm on Friday, January 21. 

The incident is being treated as attempted 
murder and is believed to have followed a dis¬ 
pute involving drugs. 

The victim - a 23-year-old who was born in 
Somalia but had Swedish citizenship - had an 
address in Balham, south London, but is 
thought to have been staying in the Sutton 
Road area of Southend. 

He suffered extensive injuries in the attack, 
including two puncture wounds to his skull, 
and is currently undergoing treatment at a 
London hospital. 

DI Jim Sandford, who is leading the investi¬ 
gation, said: “The biggest concern is the 
injuries to the man’s brain, caused by the punc¬ 
ture wounds. 

“We believe up to six people were involved 
in the attack including one person who was 
carrying some sort of pole.” 

The injured man was wearing a black jacket 
with hood, dark blue jeans and white/black 
Nike Air trainers. 

Two women were involved in the attack - 
both were white and aged between 17 and 25. 

One was described as about 5ft 3in tall, of 
skinny build and with dark hair. She was wear¬ 
ing dark jogging bottoms and a white jumper. 

The second woman was said to be slim with 
dark hair. She was wearing a dark long sleeve 
jumper and jogging bottoms. 

One of the men involved was aged around 
17-25, about 5ft bin, of chubby build and with 
dark hair. He was wearing dark clothing.

Council cuts 
to hit ‘most 
vulnerable’ 


SOUTHEND Council’s 
proposed £15.5million cut¬ 
backs are set to affect the 
town’s most vulnerable resi¬ 
dents. 

The largest reduction is 
£6.43 6m from the Adult 
and Community Services 
budget. Servive users fear 
this could lead to reduced 
care for elderly and dis¬ 
abled people. 

Sylvia Goodwin, 49, from 
Southchurch, has an autistic 
son. She described the cuts 
as ‘a real worry’. 

She said: “Day care and 
social events for disabled 
people are hard to come by 
and familiarity and routine 
is often very important. 

“Lots of parents feel that 
the council is ploughing 
forward to save money, but 
has no inclination how dev¬ 
astating their decisions 
could be.” 

The council has stated 
that contract renegotiations 
with service providers and 
contractors will help to save 
£1.5m. They also say that a 
further £600,000 has been 
clawed back through the re¬ 
enablement programme, 
which reduces the depen¬ 
dency of social care service 
users on high cost care 
packages. 

There is, however, much 


scepticism surrounding the 
proposed cuts. 

A social services manager, 
who did not wish to be 
named, said that some work¬ 
ers felt cheap deals brokered 
with service providers would 
lead to a far shoddier ser¬ 
vice, meaning the most vul¬ 
nerable would be hit hard. 

The Children and 
Learning budget has also 
been cut by £3.362m, which 
will affect young people all 
over the borough. 

Community and charity 
services are also under 
threat of closure, including 
those that serve the county’s 
disabled residents. 

Council leader, Nigel 
Holcroft, said: “It is imper¬ 
ative that the council 
addresses the financial 
challenges it faces, but this 
does not mean a reduction 
in service quality. 

“On the contrary, the 
council will remain a sig¬ 
nificant provider of excel¬ 
lent public services and 
regeneration schemes 
which will make Southend 
a better place to live, work 
and play.”

Wake up to 

housing 

situation 

ROCHLORD residents, like 
many in Benfleet, are in 
uproar over plans to build hun¬ 
dreds of new homes on green 
belt land. 

When talking to people, 
however, I accept their argu¬ 
ments that the UK should not 
be giving up agricultural land 
it is going to need desperately 
in the future, but I do not hear 
any practical alternatives. 

Where do they feel all the 
new homes the UK needs 
should be built? 

Ours is a growing nation, we 
are having more children and 
in 25 years, we will have 
another 10 million people in 
the UK. We need millions of 
new homes. 

People need to make some 
hard decisions. We either con¬ 
crete over the fields and our 
food supply or we build within 
existing towns. But that too 
means tough decisions - that 
will mean we build high densi¬ 
ty, three-storey homes and 
blocks of flats on our car 
parks.

Weren’t we 
elected principally to represent 
the residents and their prob¬ 
lems? 

The Lib Dems believe that 
leaving the decision making to 
the whims of a mere handful 
of Conservatives is wrong and 
would like to see a return to 
the system where all 51 coun¬ 
cillors come to sensible deci¬ 
sions. 

I try hard not to get involved 
in national politics; my focus 
is on Southend and the 
Southend people. However I 
cannot ignore the national 
coalition. 

In nine months, the Lib 
Dems have shown they can 
take on the challenge of mak¬ 
ing difficult and sometimes 
unpopular decisions in a time 
when the coalition has been 
left with possibly the most 
challenging financial crisis we 
have ever had to face. 

They have met that challenge 
head on. 

I know many people feel 
strongly about University 
tuition fees, but I do not 
believe Nick Clegg has broken 
his election pledge.

Terrorist exercise 

STUDENTS played the role of police officers 
dealing with a terrorist incident during a spe¬ 
cial event last week. 

The tabletop exercise was part of the All 
Communities Together (ACT) programme, 
run by Essex Police’s Counter Terrorism 
Division together with officers from the 
Southchurch Neighbourhood Policing Team. 

The 21 participants were students from 
Futures Community College, in Southchurch 
Boulevard, Southend.

In between the briefings, the students split 
into three groups, each assisted by a police 
officer or PC SO, and discussed what actions 
would be necessary at each stage of the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Detective Constables Jane Morgan and Tess 
Wisbey, from the Counter Terrorism Division, 
delivered the programme and have been trav¬ 
elling across the county to present the course 
at various locations. 

DC Morgan said: “These events give people 
the opportunity to see the kinds of decisions 
the police have to make in extreme situations. 

“It also demonstrated how agencies and 
communities can work together to deal with 
crime and the fear of crime.”

LIZ WADE and her two boys enjoy a bit of everything on 
their visit to King George’s Playing Fields in Brentwood 



I F a play area or a woodland 
walk isn’t enough for the kids, 
then why not take them to 
somewhere that offers it all? 

King George’s Playing Fields in 
Brentwood has such a vast 
range of facilities that you have 
plenty of things to keep the kids 
amused - whatever their age. 

There are woodland walks, a 
skate park, mini golf and a refur¬ 
bished children’s play area, all 
on one site. 

If you grab a ball before you 
leave then there’s also plenty of 
scope for a game of football or 
rounders, as there are a number 
of playing fields for football, 
cricket and rugby, as well as 
designated kick-about areas. 

An added bonus for older kids 
is its skate park and mini golf 
areas that can offer hours of fun. 

The boys liked the play area, 
which is quite large and boasts 
a range of different play equip¬ 
ment, some of which was newly 
installed last year. 

The two zip wires were popu¬ 
lar with the boys as well as the 
other kids, along with a giant 
see-saw thing that span around. 

As well as these, there is 
everything from climbing frames 
and slides, to swings for children 
to play on in the enclosed play 
area, which has an upper area 
and a lower play area. 

Nearby, there are formal gar¬ 
dens to explore, which are 
beautiful all year round but offer 
a glorious range of colour in the 
spring and summer months. 

There is also a unique garden 
for the blind that you can walk 


around where special plants, 
both flowering and non-flower¬ 
ing, have been carefully selected 
to appeal to other senses 
instead of sight for its visitors. 

If this isn’t enough, and the 
children are still full of energy 
then why not go for a walk in 
Fiartswood, the border of which 
lies next to the children’s play 
area. 

This 73-acre wood has an 
access trail for those with dis¬ 
abilities, as well as a footpath 
which runs through the woods. 

Those who are more adventur¬ 
ous can follow the pathway fur¬ 
ther afield to its links with 
Thorndon Country Park, Little 
Warley and Childerditch 
Common. 

As well as a great place to go 
any time of the year, the park is 
also a wonderful place to spend 
the day with the family in the 
summer as it has two paddling 
pools. 

The pools, which are in a spe¬ 
cially enclosed area, were refur¬ 
bished last year and are aimed 
at children under 12. 

The pools, which are open 
from July to the middle of 
September, include a shallower 
one for younger children and 
have an easy access wristband 
system as well as lifeguards. 

Parents are still responsible for 
their children while they are in 
the pools so there are plenty of 
places to sit on grassy areas 
and watch the fun. 

As well as the ideal setting for 
a picnic, the park is also home 
to its own cafe serving a range 


of hot and cold food and drink, 
which is situated next to the 
Ingrave Road car park. 

It also runs a Parkmoblllty 
scheme for less able visitors, 
which allows them to hire a bat¬ 
tery powered scooter free of 


charge. 

The park is one of the best 
around and I would definitely 
recommend a visit. No matter 
what time of year there is plenty 
to do and it is a big hit with kids 
and all the family.

B lues may have its biggest fol¬ 
lowing in the Deep South, but 
it’s pretty big in the UK, too.

Dave discovered music at the tender 
age of 10 and promptly traded in his 
train set at the local ‘junk shop’ for a 
second-hand guitar. 

The rest, as they say, is history. 

He was also lucky enough to be 
raised near an independent record 
shop in Streatham, which imported 
unusual albums from America. 

“It was very exciting,” Dave recalls. 
“There were always crates of second¬ 
hand stuff around and you never knew 
what you were going to get. 

“My friends and I used to go there all 
the time and elbow each other out of 
the way to get at the records!”

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More affordable homes is key in 2011 

With a chronic shortage of housing in Essex and mortgage finance no easier to come by, the 
affordable housing sector has a huge role to play in helping more people onto the housing ladder

No, there are no striot rules but both expeotations and reality 
oan vary in different areas of the oountry and even within 
different niehe seetors within the looal markets. 

Generally, a property offered as “fully furnished” would oome 
with all the main fixtures, furnishings and fittings, white goods 
eto., plus the standard orookery, outlery, glassware, pots and 
pans eto., that a reasonable tenant would normally use on a 
day to day basis. 

At the other end of the soale, an “unfurnished” property 
would normally be provided only with suoh basios as oar- 
pets, eurtains and light fittings. 

Clearly, there are infinite variations between these two 
extremes of what might be inoluded. Therefore, the oritioal 
aspeot, whether you are a landlord or tenant, is to make sure 
that everyone elearly understands what main items are, or 
are not, inoluded before finalising the tenanoy agreement.

THE AGENT

Q. We are currently looking to buy our first 
new home in 15 years or so, and would 
appreciate some general advice. 

A. If you have another property to sell, the first 
thing you need to do is put it on the market. As a 
buyer, whatever the state of the market, it is 
always better to be either completely unencumbered or at least well on the way to 
selling. Besides, it will also make it easier to work out your budget. 

Next, house-hunting. These days, most people conduct their initial searches via the 
internet, and registering with agents online is pretty straightforward. But remember, 
they’re not all the same. Even though you’re a buyer rather than a seller, you still 
want personal service and a good working relationship. So - everything else being 
equal - the best agents to register with are likely to be the ones who take the trouble 
to reply with a phone call, rather than just an email. 

Before registering, however, take the time to establish clearly in your own mind 
exactly what you’re looking for - and make sure you explain those requirements 
fully. Also, make sure to give the agent all the information you can regarding your 
own situation, financial and otherwise. 

When it comes to checking out individual properties, be selective - otherwise you 
risk wasting a lot of time and effort, most of it your own. Go and inspect your 
chosen properties - preferably in the company of the agent, and always in daylight. 
Write a list of all the questions you want to ask the seller, and make your own notes 
afterwards, so you can review them at your leisure. Lastly, be patient. This is the 
biggest investment you will probably ever make - at least, until your next move! - 
so don’t rush. 

When you eventually find the property you want (a second viewing is always a good 
idea, to confirm whether your initial impressions still hold good), then make a formal 
offer through the agent. 

Assuming your offer is accepted, then it ought to be plain sailing from here on - so, 
the main thing is simply to make sure that the agent continues to keep you fully up 
to date on developments at every stage. 

Nevertheless, it’s probably worth keeping your fingers crossed as well!

motoring news 


Tread carefully

T here are more glam¬ 
orous and exciting com¬ 
ponents on your car 
than the tyres but very few 
that have a greater impact on 
its performance. Tyres form 
the all-important connection 
between a vehicle and the 
surface it’s driving on, ulti¬ 
mately determining the levels 
of grip and stability, while also 
impacting on handling and 
braking. 

It’s vital to get tyre choice 
right in order to optimise a 
vehicle’s performance but in 
order to do that, you have to 
understand the type of usage 
to which it will be put. 

Tyres designed specifically 
for 4x4s can be grouped into 
three main categories. The 
anti-4x4 lobby would claim 
that most of these vehicles 
spend most of their time in 
urban centres, clogging up 
the streets, spewing forth vast 
quantities of pollutants and 
running over peoples’ pets. 
Most off-road vehicles should, 
according to this argument, 
be equipped with rubber from 
group one - the on-road 
tyres. 

Those who would have the 
4x4 banned, or at least taxed 
into oblivion, might be mis¬ 
guided in some of their views 
but they are right to suggest 
that only a small minority of 


4x4s will ever need tyres of a 
purely off-road variety. The 
products in the second cate¬ 
gory are really only for serious 
off-road use because people 
who venture from the tarmac 
only on a light or infrequent 
basis can select their tyre 
from the third group, that of 
the off-road/on-road all-terrain 
tyre. 

With on-road specific tyres 
fitted, an urban off-roader can 
be more rewarding still. These 
tyres are designed for stability 
and comfort with greater stiff¬ 
ness in the sidewalls to 
improve steering precision 
and tread patterns designed 
to break up vibrations and 
decrease road noise. 

The other end of the scale is 
the pure off-road tyre and you 


should be able to spot one of 
these a mile off. Note the 
deep, aggressive tread pat¬ 
tern and, more often than not, 
the bold white branding on 
the tyre walls. 

All-terrain tyres offer a com¬ 
promise between the tarmac 
dynamics of a predominantly 
on-road tyre and the abun¬ 
dant grip provided by serious 
offroad rubber. If your day to 
day pootling regularly takes in 
unmade roads and farm 
tracks, you’ll be thankful for 
the extra traction that these 
tyres will give you. 

There’s much more to tyre 
selection than most motorists 
would credit and if you’re the 
proud owner of a 4x4 vehicle, 
you’ve a trickier decision to 
make than other motorists.
